The depoſitions of the perſons furniſhing the evi- 
dence to the juries to be recorded by the ſheriff clerk, 
and given to any perſon demanding them, on paying 
extraCting fees. 5 

The receiver of corn returns to enter theſe in record, 
compute the average price in each diſtrict ten days ak 
ter the 15th of November, and every ſucceeding month, 
and tranſmit fame forthwith to the cuſtomhouſes in each 
diſtrict in Scotland, by which the Exportation Bounties 
ſhall be regulated, til next ſuch account ſhall be received. 

The receiver of corn returns to make up, in like 
manner, within ten days after 15th November, 15th 
February, 15th May, and 15th Auguſt, each year, an 
account of the average prices in each diſtrict in Scot- 
land, for the preceding fix weeks, to be tranſmitted in 
like manner as the monthly accounts to the cuſtom-
